The amendment filed 9/30/08 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 1 , 3-9, 11,13,1 6-22, 24-26, 28-37, and 54-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose an electron source for an X-ray scanner comprising a plurality of elongate 
focusing elements in a third plane, wherein the third plane and second plane are 
substantially parallel and separated by a contiguous space defining a second region 
and wherein said focusing elements focus beams of electrons after they have passed 
the extraction elements, and a controller that applies an electrical potential to certain of 
said plurality of extraction elements wherein said application of the electrical potential 
causes electrons to be moved from a first source region to the second region, as

claimed in claim 1 . Claims 3-9, 11,13, 16-22, 24-26, 28-37, and 54-60 are allowed due 
to their dependency on claim 1 .
